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Tesco 

plan for 
new store 


TESCO bosses want to demolish 
their store in Ely - and build a new, 
bigger supermarket further down 
the road. 

Bosses at the supermarket giant have 
revealed they are working with 
developers to relocate their current 
store in Angel Drove. 

The news comes as Sainsbury’s face a 
possible delay to the opening of its new store 
after a bid to change the building’s design was 
rejected by planners. 

The Tesco proposals being drawn up are not 
just to build an upgraded, larger store. 

Developer Healy Investments Ltd wants to 
build a new out-of-town retail development at 
the northern end of Angel Drove, just beyond 
Sir James Black Road, for a number of new 
shops and restaurants, one of the buildings of 
which Tesco would occupy. 

Both organisations insist people should be 
excited about the development - although the 
Ely Traders’ Association (ETA) has described it 
as a “Death Star development” after the 
destructive space station in the Star Wars films. 

The plans are still on the drawing board but 
both companies hope to display them at a 
public exhibition before Christmas. 
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Regional corporate affairs director for Tesco, 
Louise Gosling, said: “We are pleased to be able 
to confirm our intention to upgrade our 
existing store in a new location so that we may 
offer more choice and better facilities to our 
local customers. 

“We look forward to working with Healy 
Investments to exhibit the plans in due course 
and welcome feedback on the proposals. We 
will ensure that the events are well advertised 
and that everyone who wants to has the 
opportunity to have their say.” 

Tesco says the scheme will create hundreds 
of new jobs and alleviate traffic congestion 
around the city’s notorious railway station area. 

The ETA has also heard that Tesco will pump 
millions of pounds towards funding a much- 
needed southern bypass if the proposals are 
approved. 

But Andrew Olley, a spokesman for the ETA, 
said: “This death star development will orbit 
Ely and suck the people, the trade and the heart 
out of Ely life. The city is already fighting the 
massive threat of Sainsbury’s, but this is put

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College starts 
a fresh era 

WITCHFORD Village College is now 
an academy school after being 
granted formal status by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education. 

It means three of East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s four secondary schools are now 
academies. 

The school’s governors applied for 
academy status earlier this year, as did 
those at Soham Village College and 
the City of Ely Community College, 
both of which have now become 
academies. 

Witchford principal David Taylor 
said: “We are now looking forward to 
using the additional resources that 
will come to the new academy to help 
us continue to improve the outcomes 
for our students.” 

He added: “Although our status has 
now changed, we will not be changing 
our name and the college will 
continue to work in partnership, as it 
always has, with the local authority 
and our neighbouring schools.” 

Mr Taylor said that the college’s 
successful community programmes, 
including evening classes and the use 
of the school’s facilities by community 
groups, will not be affected by the 
change. 

Academies receive funding from 
central government, rather than via 
their local authority. 

They have more control over 
finances, the curriculum and 
teachers’ pay and conditions. 

However, academies are proving 
controversial with some, who feel 
they are socially divisive and take 
money away from other schools and 
local services. 



Accolade puts King’s on the map 


THE King’s School Ely is one of 
only 40 schools nationwide to be 
recognised for its quality in 
teaching geography. 

Teachers at the school have 
been awarded the 2011 Secondary 
Geography Quality Mark (SGQM) 
by the Geographical Association. 

The award winners undergo a 
rigorous moderation process and 
assessors said they were 
impressed by the way in which 
King’s has embraced the new 
opportunities afforded by the 


curriculum chages at Key Stage 3. 

The SGQM, now in its fifth year, 
reflects the national standard for 
the teaching of geography.

Tesco scheme a ‘Death Star’ 
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into the shade by something of this 
magnitude. 

“The district council seems intent 
on destroying all Ely high street trade. 

“Their insane insistence on driving 
through parking schemes, while 
allowing this kind of development, 
will kill our way of life completely.” 

The revelation comes just weeks 
after the Weekly News reported 
rumours that Tesco wanted to turn its 
Ely store into a Tesco Extra 


supermarket, something which was 
denied by bosses at the time. 

Matthew Chandler, a spokesman 
for Healy Investments, said: “When 
we have something to present, we 
would very much like for everyone 
who’s interested in the proposals to 
come and visit our exhibition.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council said 
the authority would not be able to 
comment until formal proposals are 
submitted. 
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THE opening of Ely's new 
Sainsbury’s store could be 
delayed after plans to alter 
the design of the building 
were thrown out. 

The supermarket giant has also 
been refused permission to open 
a dentist’s surgery inside its store 
being built in Lisle Lane. 

Sainsbury’s bosses are hoping 
to open the store next spring. 

In July, they applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to make changes to the original 
plans which had been approved. 

They wanted to remove the 
store’s wavy roof canopy, reduce 
the size of the store’s atrium, re¬ 
position the cafe and toilets and 
make amendments to the land¬ 
scaping. 

The fresh proposals also 
included reducing the number of 
car parking spaces from 470 to 
454. 

But last Wednesday, members 
of the planning committee 
rejected the proposals, despite 
being recommended by planning 
officers to approve them. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s 


said the decisions could delay 
the opening of the store - but 
that they were hopeful 
discussions with planning 
officers would prevent that from 
happening. 

He said: “To ensure that the 
store was open on schedule and 
the 350 jobs could be created 
locally, it was necessary to 
implement some of these 
changes prior to consent being 
granted. 

“We have apologised to the 
chairman of the planning 
committee and will be seeking to 
work with the committee and 
officers to reach a satisfactory 


conclusion as soon as possible. 

“We were also disappointed 
that the proposed dentist surgery 
was refused without going to 
committee and will also be 
discussing this with officers in 
the near future.” 

The City of Ely Council had 
expressed concerns over the 
proposed loss of parking spaces 
and the Ely Society said that it 
was “disappointing” that the 
application referred to work 
which had already taken place. 

It was on those grounds that 
the committee refused the 
application. 
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Profits dip for 
trucking firm 

MAJOR haulage firm Turners 
(Soham) has reported a 2.7 per 
cent drop in profit. 

The company’s pre-tax profit for 
the year to January 2011 
decreased to £21,6m from 
£22.2m in 2009. 

However, turnover did rise 16.7 
per cent to £210m - up from 
£180m in the previous 12- 
month period. 

According to Turners, while the 
current environment is 
challenging, the business is well 
placed to “continue its 
successful development into 
the future”. 

A statement from the firm said: 
“There was substantial growth 
in turnover as a result of 
winning a national fuel contract 
and the acquisition of container 
business Dart Distribution 
Limited. 

“The economic climate 
continues to be tough and cost 
control remains paramount.” 

At the year end, net assets at 
the company were £158m 
compared to £143m at the 
previous year end. 

Drivers’ station 
parking warning 

MOTORISTS are being urged 
not to park on a piece of land at 
Ely railway station car park. 
Network Rail says commuters 
are parking on land adjacent to 
the station’s 121-space car 
park, which is private property. 
The major company is urging 
drivers to keep off the land. 

A spokeswoman for Network 
Rail said: “This piece of land is 
private property belonging to 
Network Rail. 

“It has never been part of the 
station car park and members 
of the public should not be 
parking there. 

“The land is now needed by our 
Ely depot team for operational 
railway use.”

A DRIVER was left shaken 
and with a cut head on 
Tuesday after his Volvo V70 
crashed into Archer and 
Archer Solicitors in Market 
Place, Ely.

Firefighters, police and 
paramedics attended the 
incident and closed the 
road until 9.40am. 


ELY’S Market Place could be 
turned into a car park. 

A fresh set of plans to introduce parking 
charges in Ely are now being discussed - 
and include transforming the city’s 
market square into a car park. 

The East Cambridgeshire Conservative 
Group and the Ely Traders’ Association 
(ETA) have met to discuss the future of 
the city’s parking arrangements and new 
proposals are now being considered. 

However, the ETA and business owners 
are still concerned and insist any charges 
will kill off trade in the city. It follows an 
11,000-signature petition against plans to 
force people to pay to park. 

As far as on-street parking is 
concerned, the plan is to not introduce 
charges and to keep the current regime in 
place. 

The Conservatives say “positive 
discussions” are taking place with 
Cambridgeshire County Council about 
“making the market square available for 
car parking”. 

District and county Cllr Bill Hunt, 
speaking on behalf of the group, said: “It 
is anticipated that this would work under 
the same rules as other on-street arrange¬ 
ments and would be limited to 30-minute 
parking and be free of charge. 

“Parking would normally be available 
on all days except for market days and 
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during other special events.” 

Cllr Hunt said the plan is also not to 
introduce civil parking enforcement for 
on-street parking but to discuss improved 
enforcement arrangements with police. 

In the city’s car parks, they are 
discussing introducing pre-pay permits, 
at prices such as £20 per year or £12 for 
six-months. Special one-day permits are 
also being considered, where people 
could pay £1 to park, under the existing 
restrictions of that car park. 

Cllr Hunt said: “Councillors believe that 
if car parking charges are required, this 
proposal represents fairness for all 
taxpayers in the district, including 
residents that do not use the car parks, as 
well as part-time workers and people on 
lower wages.” 

But Andrew Olley, who began the anti¬ 
charges campaign, accused the council of 
failing to listen to residents’ concerns. 

He added: “The council should be 
explaining how they are going to protect 
local businesses and the jobs of all those 
who work in the city centre, but instead it 
is putting forward a proposal which will 
yet further disadvantage its city centre 
businesses.”

Residents unite in 
appeal for crossing

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A PROTEST was staged in 
Ely calling for pedestrian 
crossings to be installed on 
one of the city’s busiest 
roads. 

Worried parents and repre¬ 
sentatives from road safety charity 
Brake took to the roadside in 
Downham Road on Monday to 
raise the profile of a campaign 
calling for the crossings. 

Anna Rogers, of nearby Dunstan 
Street, launched the campaign 
earlier this year after her 4-year- 
old daughter Lana was involved in 
a collision with a car in Downham 
Road. 

Luckily, Lana suffered only cuts 
and bruises, but many other 
parents have since told stories of 
their children having close escapes 
or being clipped by vehicles. 

More than 500 people have now 
signed Mrs Rogers’s petition calling 
for Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil to install pedestrian crossings in 
the road, which is used by about 
2,000 pupils each day. 

On Monday, Zak the Zebra, 


Brake’s mascot, gathered with 
campaigners at the protest and 
highlighted the consequences of 
busy roads without pedestrian 
crossings. 

Mrs Rogers said: “With so many 
schools in the area, I find it 
outrageous that we are being 
forced to risk our lives and our 
children’s lives trying to cross the 
road. 


“Local families have a right to 
walk in their own neighbourhood 
without their lives being 
endangered. My daughter has 
already been knocked down on 
this road, and we were lucky not to 
have suffered serious injury or 
worse. 

“How many more people will be 
mown down before someone takes 
this issue seriously?” 


But the county council insists 
there are already sufficient speed 
reduction measures in place in 
Downham Road. 

Mark Kemp, the authority’s 
director of highways and access, 
said: “There are already speed 
bumps and warning signs asking 
motorists to take care near the 
school, but we always welcome 
hearing from residents when they 
have concerns so we can discuss 
these with them.” 

Julie Townsend, campaigns 
director at Brake, said: “As a charity 
that supports road crash victims, 
we know too well the appalling 
suffering caused by the death or 
injury of a child. 

“It is an outrage for children to 
be unable to walk to school 
without their lives being 
endangered. 

“Crossings, 20mph limits and 
safe pavements are crucial in 
protecting children, and the 
residents of Ely recognise this. 

“We’re appealing to the council 
to act now, prioritising the basic 
right of families to walk in safety.” 

Mrs Rogers will be presenting 
the petition to the county council 
later this month. 


Explicit 
text led 
to assault 

A HUSBAND attacked 
his wife after finding an 
explicit text message 
from another man on 
her phone. 

Robin Simmons, 49, 
pleaded guilty to 
assaulting his wife at 
their home in Upton 
Place, Littleport, Ely, on 
July 9. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, 
prosecuting, told Cam¬ 
bridge magistrates that 
Simmons had punched 
her twice, after which 
she ran outside and hid 
in a bush until police 
arrived. 

Guy Holland, mitiga¬ 
ting, said: “There is no 
suggestion he has ever 
been violent before 
these events 

mentioned in court 
today.” 

He added that Sim¬ 
mons was provoked as 
his wife had cheated on 
him on three previous 
occasions. 

Diane Smith, pres¬ 
iding magistrate, 
accepted this in 
sentencing Simmons 
and ordered him to pay 
a £400 fine, £225 
compensation to his 
now estranged wife, 
£85 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

“I’d tried to scrimp 
enough money together to 
buy one for around 35 years 
and finally in 2005 I was 
able to buy it, and it was 
like a lasting memory of 
mum. 

“Losing the van has 
brought a lot of sad 
memories back and we just 
want it back.” 

The van was parked 


outside the couple’s home 
in Victoria Street, when the 
driver’s side front window 
was smashed. 

Mrs Edwards said: “It’s 
clear from the debris that 
was left behind that they 
smashed the window then 
hot-wired it. 

“It’s such a distinctive 
vehicle and we’re just 
urging people to keep their 
eyes and ears open for us. 
It’s also our only vehicle. It 
really is our pride and joy.”

Tributes paid to 
crash victim, 86

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TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“kind and caring” pensioner 
who died after she was involved 
in a collision with a lorry. 

Cybil Utteridge, 86, died in St Mary’s 
Street, Ely - not far from her home at 
elderly people’s accommodation in Ribe 
Court. 

The tragic incident happened just 
after 9.30am on Friday. 

Emergency services were alerted to 
the collision by witnesses but Mrs 
Utteridge was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Mrs Utteridge, who had no children 
or immediate family, was a popular face 
around Ely and much-loved by her 
friends. 

June Woods, 83, Mrs Utteridge’s sister, 
said: “I still can’t believe it’s happened. I 
only saw Cybil the day before she died. 
We went into town together every 
Tuesday and Thursday. We were ever so 
close. 

“I can’t get my head round what’s 
happened at all and it doesn’t seem real. 

“I will miss her so much. We had the 
odd cross word but we were close 
sisters.

Many of her friends were too 
distraught to speak about her death on 
Friday although one friend, Julie 
Harper, of Ely’s Upherds Lane, said she 
will be “sorely missed”. 

Mrs Harper said: “I have known Cybil 
for many, many years. 

“She was a lovely, kind and caring 
person who was a real salt of the earth. 

“She would do anything for anybody 
and I cannot believe she has had to die 
in such a tragic way. 

“Cybil used to be the bus conductor 
on the bus my dad drove for years and 
we were close family friends. 

“She will be sorely missed by many, 
many people.” 


St Mary’s Street was busy at the time 
of the accident, which happened close 
to the pedestrian crossing outside 
Sanctuary Housing’s offices, and many 
passers-by witnessed the collision. 

It has since been confirmed that the 
traffic lights at the crossing were turned 
off at the time the accident happen as 
the crossing was about to be re¬ 
surfaced. 

One witness, who was extremely 
shaken, said: “There was this almighty 
screech and then a loud bang. I turned 
around and saw that an elderly lady had 
been hit by a lorry 

“It’s such a sad, sad thing to happen.” 

The lorry involved in the collision is 
from a firm called Solus Garden and 
Leisure Ltd, based in Halesowen, near 
Birmingham. 

Police say the driver of the lorry will 
be giving them a statement. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said: “The pedestrian 
crossing was about to be resurfaced by 
contract workers when the accident 
occurred. 

“The traffic lights were switched off at 
the time. However, signs were in place 
alerting people that the crossing was 
not in use.”

Bins no good for 
small houses 

Sir, your front page article on wheelie 
bins (‘Wheelie bin cash spurned’, 
Weekly News, October 6) presupposes 
that your readers will regard the 
council’s desicison not to introduce 
these to East Cambridgeshire as a 
matter for regret. I am an ardent 
recycler of waste who strongly 
disagrees with this viewpoint. 

For people living in small cottages 
with small gardens (or none), wheelie 
bins pose an intractable problem. 
Where can they be put without being 
unsightly and obstructive? The 
problem is made worse if there are 
several there to be dealt with, colour- 
coded for different kinds of waste. You 
only have to go for a short walk from 
Cambridge station to nearby roads 
lined by terrace houses to see 
examples of the environmental 
damage done by wheelie bins. 

Just imagine the effects of the same 
treatment on Silver Street or Victoria 
Street in Ely. Wheelie bins also 
seriously detract from the 
appearance of pretty villages in 
Norfolk. You need to have a property 
with a substantial outhouse if they are 
to be stored inconspicuously. 

The waste collection system we have 
has its downsides, for instance, 
occasional incidents involving 
marauding ducks or idiots who see 
open waste paper boxes as 
convenient recepticles for random 
litter. 

Fortnightly collections are no good 
for recycling food waste. There are 
problems over the supply of bags 
(both brown and black) to 
householders. But our bag and box 
arrangement has great advantages; 
the equipment can be stored in quite 
a small space and so does not have to 
be left in public view seven days a 
week. To me, a hedge owner with no 
car to transport cuttings to the tip, the 
introduction of bags for garden waste 
recycling was a huge relief for which I 
am most grateful. It saved me from 
needing to light bonfires in an 
unsuitable small space. 

What is needed is not a new waste 
collection system involving the 
ecologically undesireable 
manufacture of who knows how 
many tons of heavy-duty plastic. We 
need a general change of attitude 
away from the ‘just chuck it’ culture 
of the recent past.

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Mushroom farm 
to bring 200 Jobs

ALMOST 200 jobs are on 
their way to Littleport 
after controversial plans 
to build a mushroom 
farm in the village were 
given the green light. 

Major firms Barway Farms 
Ltd, G’s Growers and PGS Ltd 
have been given planning 
permission to build the 39ha 
facility on agricultural land at 
May Farm, on Mildenhall Road. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the plans last 
Wednesday 

The proposals will see the 
companies building 48 mush- 
room-growing rooms on the 
land, as well as a packaging 
building, biomass boiler 
building and a 60-space car 
park. 

An anaerobic digestion plant 
will also be built, which bosses 
say will produce about 2.4 
megawatts of electricity every 
year to not only power the farm 
but also the National Grid. 

The facilities will create a total

of 165 full-time jobs, as well as 
part-time positions. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Mike Rouse, who represents Ely 
North, said: “This is a state-of- 
the-art facility that we should be 
proud to have in our region. 

“Not only will it be a huge 
boost for our economy but we 
also have to realise that we live 
in an agricultural area and that 
farming is our main industry. 

“The companies involved here 
are highly professional and are a 
fantastic asset to our 
community.” 

The planning committee 
heard how the council had 
received 75 letters of support for 
the plans and 39 letters of 
objection. 

A huge number of concerns 



had been raised, with issues 
ranging from odour pollution to 
the effect the facility would have 
on wildlife to the increase in 
traffic and HGVs as a result of 
the farm. 

A petition boasting 104 
signatures fighting the proposals 
had also been presented to the 
authority. 

However, the plans were 
approved with 11 votes for and 
two against. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Stretham, said: “I can’t think of 
anything better than growing 
food on agricultural land, and 
this is what this is. 

“The applicants have gone to 
a great effort to communicate 
and listen to people’s concerns. 
This is far too good an 
opportunity for East 
Cambridgeshire to miss out on.” 

The farm is expected to 
produce about 130 tonnes of 
mushrooms each week, making 
it the largest mushroom farm in 
Europe, and will operate from 
6am-10pm Monday to Friday 
and 7am-8pm at the weekends. 

It is estimated the facility will 
generate more than £4m per 
year for the East Cambridgeshire 
economy.

A CLEVER cat which was thrown 
from a car stunned an RSPCA 
officer by leading him to her 
hidden litter of four tiny kittens. 

RSPCA inspector Ion Knight had been 
called out to rescue the young cat last 
month.

When lolie, as she has 
since been named, was returned she 
began meowing. 

At first, Inspector Knight believed she 
was calling out to her kittens but as soon 
as he began to follow her, she moved 
forward and led him across country to 
where her kittens were. 

Inspector Knight said: “I began to follow 
her and she took me through the rear 
garden, across a ploughed field and into a 
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farmyard. 

“She then took me into an old farm 
machinery barn and led me to behind a 
stack of old wood and there were her four 
kittens. 

“There is absolutely no way I would 
have found these kittens without this cat’s 
help. In my 15 years as an inspector I have 
never had this happen before.” 

lolie and her kittens are now being 
cared for at the RSPCA Block Fen animal 
centre, near Mepal, until they can be re¬ 
homed. 

Laura Prince, cattery supervisor, said: 
“The kittens, two boys and two girls, are 
very healthy and fat so they have been 
well looked after by folie. 

“She is a lovely friendly cat and only 
very young herself. You can tell how 
pleased she is to have a nice warm home 
and lots of food on tap.”

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Thousands submit 
visions for future 


MORE than 1,000 people 
have come forward with 
ideas for their village and 
community. 

In June, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council asked residents 
and people who work in the 
district to tell them how, in the 
years ahead, they would like their 
towns and villages to look and 
improve. 

According to the council, the 
majority of responses to the 
Village Visions have been positive 
towards the idea of small-scale 
growth, with many people 
highlighting their worry that 
ageing populations will mean 
villages will shrink to the point of 
isolation. 

The thoughts and comments 
will now be used to shape plans to 
set out how communities should 
develop and improve over the next 
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20 years to form the district-wide 
Local Plan. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the council’s development and 
transport sub-committee, said: 
“The response to our Village Vision 
consultation has been nothing 
short of fantastic. 

“We have had responses from all 
corners of our district, with a lot of 
people putting in a great deal of 
thought into how they feel the 
place they live should grow. 

“What has been especially 
encouraging is the realisation 
among the vast majority that by 
getting involved now they can 
really make a difference in the 
future.” 

The visions will be used to show 
would-be developers what areas 
are available for growth to support 


the community and the infra¬ 
structure required to sustain it. 

The work can also be used to by 
councils to guide decisions on 
future development and help 
ensure key infrastructure and 
facilities, such as doctors’ 
surgeries, cycle paths and 
community centres, are part of 
developers’ plans. 

Cllr Moakes said: “While it may 
seem bureaucratic to talk of 
strategies and policies, if the 
Government’s proposals for 
planning regulations go through, it 
will be incredibly important to 
show that at the very local level 
areas for growth and development 
have already been identified.” 

Consultation on the draft Local 
Plan, incorporating the draft 
Village Visions, will be held next 
spring. 

The final versions should be 
published late next year.

THREE trees in Ely’s 
Waterside area are now 
protected by tree 
preservation orders. 

The orders have been 
placed on two London 
plane trees, one outside 
Waterside Antiques

Security fears 
at Murfitts site 


COUNCILLORS say they are 
“appalled” at the lack of security 
and fire prevention procedures at 
a firm where a massive blaze 
broke out. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council's 
head of planning, Giles Hughes, has been 
asked to draw up a list of strict conditions 
for bosses of Murfitts Industries Ltd, based 
in Wisbech Road, Littleport, to adhere to. 

Members of the council’s planning 
committee made the request, to which Mr 
Hughes agreed, last Wednesday. 

At the same time, they approved plans 
for the contentious site to increase in size 
by 0.4ha so that a ‘Pollution Prevention 
Scheme’ drawn up by the Environment 
Agency could be met. 

However, the committee wants to see 
floodlighting at the site, which is now a 
rubber granule storage yard, security 
fencing around the entire perimeter and 
signs alerting people what to do in the 
event of an emergency. Members are also 
demanding that the firm installs a fire 
hydrant on the site. 

Littleport Parish Council (LPC) and 
residents have been in uproar over the re¬ 
opening of the business, insisting that 
there are risks that a fire similar to the 
massive blaze on August 21, 2009 could 
break out again. 

Residents also claim the site is not 
secure enough and that anyone can enter 
the site at any time. After visiting the site, 
numerous members of the planning 
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committee agreed. 

Cllr Robert Stevens, who represents 
Bottisham, said: “I am appalled by the lack 
of security there.” 

Haddenham-based Cllr Gareth Wilson 
said: “Only two sides of the site are fenced 
- the rest of it is protected by only a small 
ditch, which anyone could cross. 

“If someone wanted to enter the site 
and heaven forbid, commit an arson 
attack, they could quite easily. We 100 per 
cent need there to be a water hydrant on 
the site.” 

Speaking on behalf of LPC, Cllr Fred 
Brown said: “The people of Littleport 
deserve far better than this. What 
happened on August 21, 2009 was 
catastrophic and we simply cannot afford 
for this to happen again.” 

The approval of the expansion of the 
site means the firm can store up to 2,000 
tonnes of rubber granules in bags at the 
site for the next three years. 

The massive fire occurred when more 
than 2,000 tonnes of shredded rubber 
caught fire. It burned for seven weeks 
before the flames were put out. 

Mr Hughes agreed to draw up the 
conditions and present them to members 
of the committee to sign-off. 

Nobody from Murfitts was available to 
comment.

Office plan hits 
fresh setback 


COUNCILLORS are being 
forced to go back to the 
drawing board with their 
plans to build new offices 
in Ely. 

The City of Ely Council wants 
to build new offices, a workshop 
and a storage building on land at 
Ely cemetery, in New Barns 
Avenue, and move there from the 
current offices in Market Street. 

But just six months after the 
original proposals were rejected, 
the council’s new, revised plans 
have been deferred over ongoing 
concerns about the design of the 
building. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s (ECDC) planning 
committee made its decision the

scheme last Wednesday because 
members were worried about the 
design of the proposed building 
and the fact that the site is in the 
conservation area. 

City councillors will now meet 
with ECDC planning officers 
again and discuss how the design 
of the proposed buildings can be 
improved. 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr John 
Yates, said: “We’re extremely 
disappointed. 

“We believed our revised plans 
were much better, and so did the 
planning officer who reco¬ 
mmended that they should be 
approved.” 


The city council first submitted 
the plans earlier this year, 
although in April the planning 
committee rejected them, 
labelling the design of the 
building as “hideous”. 

Planning officer Rebecca 
Saunt, who recommended the 
committee approve the revised 
plans, said: “The design remains 
essentially utilitarian, which 
befits its purpose for grounds 
maintenance, but the amend¬ 
ments to the materials for the 
front fagade of the building and 
the proposed landscaping would 
soften the visual impact of the 
building and assimilate it into its 
setting.” 

The Ely Society and the district 
council’s conservation officers 
had also expressed concerns.

Residents’

DISNEY’S highest-grossing hand- 
drawn animation of all time strides 
back onto the big screen, looking 
more sensational than ever in 3D.

A potent blend of comedy, tragedy 
and believable characters puts 
many recent animated features to 
shame and the pivotal stampede 
sequence is even more thrilling in 
3D, dust seemingly clouding our 
vision as one king falls and another 
flees from his destiny. 

Elderly lion Scar (voiced with glee 
by Jeremy Irons) plots to usurp his 
brother, the majestic King Mufasa 


(James Earl Jones), and seize 
control of the grasslands in a 
fragile alliance with the hyenas. 
The scoundrel orchestrates a 
devilish plan to kill Mufasa and 
newborn cub Simba (Jonathan 
Taylor Thomas), the rightful heir to 
Pride Rock, by luring them into a 
canyon during a wildebeest 
stampede, in which Mufasa dies 
while saving his son from being 
crushed. 

Simba is overwhelmed by guilt - 
inflamed by Scar’s cruel words - 
and flees his homeland, collapsing 
in the jungle where he befriends 
and eccentric double-act- 
neurotic meerkat Timon (Nathan 
Lane) and flatulent warthog 
Pumbaa (Ernie Sabella). 


Years later, a full-grown Simba 
(Matthew Broderick) chances 
upon his former sweetheart Nala 
(Moira Kelly), who tells of Scar’s 
despotic reign. Filled with anger, he 
returns to Pride Rock to overthrow 
Scar and save his family from 
extinction. 

The Lion King 3D is an unmissable 
roar from the past which 
effortlessly tugs the heartstrings. 
The script strikes a perfect balance 
between laughter and tears and 
vocal performances are excellent 
from Broderick’s guilt-ridden exile 
to Irons’s slippery usurper, who 
gets all of the best lines, including 
that classic retort to young 
Simba’s question if he will like a 
surprise: “It’s to die for!”

Grafters get their rewards 


T HIS year, amid all 
the hubbub of family 
life, I’m ashamed to 
say that I forgot about 
several plug plants which 
had been posted to me by 
Suttons, including the FI 
tomato Conchita and the 
FI aubergine Scorpio 
varieties. 

They remained in their plastic 
delivery tubs far longer than they 
should have done and when I 
finally planted them into pots on 
my sheltered, sunny patio in June, 
they understandably looked 
somewhat forlorn. 

However, in no time at all they 
perked up and, with a little TLC, 
all the plants have now given me 
plentiful crops, which is more 
than I can say for another tomato 
plant I bought from a nursery, 
planted out immediately and 
lovingly tended but which has 
succumbed to late blight. 

Amazed at the harvest I 
received from the plants I first 
neglected, I discovered that they 
were all grafted plants. The 
growers select vigorous disease- 
resistant rootstocks and graft tasty 
varieties on top, removing the top 
of the tasty variety by hand, using 
a small blade to slice diagonally 
across the stem. 

The strong rootstock of the

second variety is then removed by 
the same process and the two 
plants are grafted together using a 
special clip, which drops off 
naturally as the plant grows. 

I have found that the grafted 
plants I tested have been resilient 
enough to resist my initial neglect 
and avoid the late blight which 
has obliterated the fruits on my 
non-grafted plant. 

Likewise, my grafted 
aubergine, which hasn’t been fed 
as much as it might, has already 
produced half a dozen large fruits 
and more are coming. 

Grafted tomato plants have 
been used by commercial growers 
for many years and available to 
home gardeners for the last five, 
but many amateurs are unaware of 
the increased yields and vigour 
they offer. 

Although they can cost an 
average of £10 for three plants, 


the rootstock encourages greater 
vigour and your plants will crop 
earlier and continue later into 
autumn and produce heavier 
crops, plus they will have greater 
resistance to pests and diseases. 

Suttons is increasing its range 
of new grafted plants for 2012, 
featuring the tomatoes FI Cupido, 
a small, sweet plum type replacing 
Dasher in the range, along with 
Tomato Twins, which has two 
varieties from two grafts and one 
rootstock, producing two different 
types of cherry tomato - 
Orangino and Florryno - on two 
stems, and Tomato F1 Shirley, 
which produces medium-sized 
fruit. 

Other grafted plants you can try 
include sweet peppers, melons, 
cucumbers and butternut squash. 

Of course, there will always be 
those who argue that the relatively 
high price of grafted plants will 
be prohibitive and that it’s just as 
easy to grow tomatoes from seed 
and end up with many more plants 
for their money. 

Just be aware that, if you are a 
beginner or have had endless 
failures with tomatoes in recent 
years because of blight, the 
rootstock of grafted plants is 
highly resistant to soil-borne pests 
and diseases which can build up 
in greenhouse border soil and 
elsewhere.

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

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Unmarried couples urged 
to get a legal agreement 


AS the government refuses to 
enact legislation on 
cohabitation, Annabel Hayward, 
a solicitor at Taylor Vinters 
specialising in cohabitation 
cases, warns couples to be 
cautious and protect their 
interests when moving in 
together. She cites the case of 
Patricia Jones who, after eight 
years of cohabitation, had to 
learn the hard way. 

Ms Jones and her ex, 

Leonard Kernott, split up in 
1993 after sharing their Essex 
home for eight years. Jones 
paid the £6,000 deposit and 
mortgage on the £30,000 
bungalow while Mr Kernott paid 
£100-a-week ‘expenses’. 

He moved out in 1993, paying 
no maintenance for their two 
children, now in their 20s. Ms 
Jones continued paying the 
mortgage and Mr Kernott 
bought his own property in 
1996, raising the deposit by 
cashing in a life insurance 
policy the couple owned and 
split equally. 

In 2008, a county court judge 
determined that Mr Kernott was 
entitled to 10 per cent of the 
property's value - estimated 
then at £240,000. He appealed 


last year and was awarded 50 
per cent on the grounds that 
the couple owned equal shares 
when they separated and 
neither had done anything to 
change the situation since. 

Ms Jones hopes the 
Supreme Court will reverse this 
decision and a ruling is 
expected this month. But cases 
concerning the distribution of 
cohabitees' assets often end 
with results contrary to 
common sense or fairness. 

Annabel would recommend 
that couples moving in together 
take the following steps: 

■ Draw up a Living Together or 
Cohabitation Agreement. This 
forms a record of what each 
party is contributing to the 
household and how 
property/assets are to be 
owned. If it is drawn up by a 
solicitor as a proper contract 
and independently witnessed it 
should be legally binding on 
both parties. 

■ Buying a home? Get legal 
advice from a cohabitation 
specialist - how you establish 
ownership can make a big 
difference if you split up. If you 
own your home as joint tenants, 
you own it jointly and equally. If 


you split up and sell it, you will 
normally get half, no matter 
how much you contributed. If 
one of you dies the other will 
automatically get the house. If 
you buy as tenants in common 
you can own uneven shares in 
the property, according to your 
contributions for example. If 
one dies their share will go to 
the beneficiary in their will. 

In all cases, if there are 
children a court can order the 
transfer of the home to the 
parent looking after them. If 
part or all of the home is owned 
by the other it will revert to that 
partner when the youngest 
child turns 18. 

■ Renting a home? Consider 
putting both names on the 
tenancy. If only one is named 
that person can evict the other 
on separation. 

■ Make a will. Without one, 
your property and assets go to 
your blood relations if you die 
and your partner may not even 
be able to stay in the home. 

■ Both parents are financially 
responsible for their children, 
and the court can make 
financial orders for the benefit 
of a child, including provision 
for accommodation, lump sums 
and maintenance.

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Trojan workhorse 
is picking up value 


MITSUBISHI'S L200 Trojan 
double cab is a value- 
packed addition to its pick¬ 
up range, weighing in at a 
lot less than the Warrior 
and Barbarian models, 
writes Andy Enright. 

It’s got all the gear you need to 
get the job done without making 
you pay for fripperies. It’s 
available with a lOObhp 2.5-litre 
diesel engine and the option of 
leather upholstery and metallic 
paint. 

The L200 series needs little by 
way of introduction, having been 
around in one form or another for 
over 25 years. This generation is 
no shrinking violet and Mitsubishi 
compound its macho look and 
feel with a series of names that 
just sweat pure testosterone. 
Nevertheless, I did get a 
questioning look from a family 
member who came to stay when I 
said I was looking to get a Trojan 
to test for a week. In his native 
Chicago it’s a brand of 
prophylactic. 

This version of the L200 marks 
the entry-level double cab in the 
L200 range, so it needs to be 
versatile to succeed. 

The powerplant is the same 2.5- 
litre common-rail diesel unit that 
powers all L200 models. 

There are varying flavours of 
this engine, however, and the 
upper spec L200 models get the 
big biceps 175bhp version while 
Trojan drivers have to content 
themselves with a mere 134bhp. 

You’ve still got 314Nm of torque 
at your disposal though, which 
means you’re rarely found 
wanting for sheer lugging power, 
even when you have the bed 
stacked full. 

The Trojan doesn’t boast one of 
those engines that has you 
wondering what sort of fuel to put 
in, the diesel catching with a rasp 
and settling into a distinctly blue- 
collar back chatter. It will take 15 
seconds to reach 62mph and will 
eventually attain 103mph. A five- 


speed manual gearbox is fitted as 
standard. 

The independent double 
wishbone front suspension does a 
good job of filtering the worst jolts 
but the heavy duty leaf springs at 
the back can bounce a little with 
an unloaded bed. 

You’ll be glad of them when you 
have the vehicle groaning under 
the weight of a hefty 
consignment. Chassis rigidity has 
been greatly improved compared 
to the old L200, lessening 

vibration and boosting 
handling. Buyers used to smooth 
SUV passenger cars will probably 
wish for a little less involvement. 

The Mitsubishi L200 doesn’t 
look like many other pick-ups. 
Curves are not things we’re used 
to seeing on macho pick-up 
trucks but the L200 is smothered 
in them. 

The front end, obviously 
Mitsubishi, is softened with 
rounded edges for grille and 
headlamps, plus oval recesses for 
the circular fog lights. 

The rear edge of the cab arcs 
down and around the vehicle’s 
lower edge, while the compound 
curves of the tailgate and 
windows are a world away from 
more setsquare rivals. 

The cabin materials on the L200 
are less impressive than on some 
other pick-ups and it doesn’t feel 
as well screwed together but it 
goes further than any rival in 
terms of its adventurous design. 

The Trojan gets a similar Super 
Select full-time 4x4 set-up to that 
found in Mitsubishi’s Shogun. 

It allows the L200 to be driven 
in front-wheel drive or four-wheel 
drive mode on the road without 
the excessive wear and tear 
suffered by part time systems as a 
result of transmission wind-up. 

In slippery off-road situations, a 
further 4WD mode can be 
selected which maximises 
traction by locking the rear 
differential. 

Both of the systems are 
operated by the traditional and 
rather clunky lever sited alongside 


the gear stick which seems slightly 
dated when compared to the 
dash-mounted dials used by rival 
manufacturers. 

All of the Super Select L200 
models feature the M-ASTC 
traction and stability control 
system as standard. You’ll value 
that when accelerating hard on 
wet roads with nothing in the bed. 

The L200 line up starts with the 
4Life models, with the Trojan 
slotting in beneath the Warrior, 
Barbarian and Walkinshaw 
models. 

I’m wondering what the late, 
famously irascible Mr Walkinshaw 
might have thought about being 
grouped in such company. 

A no-nonsense sort of guy, I 
should imagine he’d have been 
drawn to the practicality of the 
L200. 

The Trojan doesn’t have a huge 
equipment list but you can expect 
to find an MP3-compatible CD 
stereo, climate control, electric 
windows all round, a 
multifunction trip computer, 16- 
inch alloy wheels and privacy 
glass. 

The Mitsubishi L200 Trojan is 
extremely good value for money. 
Opening at £15,999 plus VAT for 
such a substantial pick-up is 
going to guarantee it sales and its 
importers have pitched it cannily. 

Much cheaper and it starts to 
compete with more rugged 
building site tackle that will 
outperform it and soak up years 
of neglect. The L200 isn’t cut from 
that cloth. 

If you need the occasional 
practicality of a pick-up but are 
set to use the rear seats a good 
deal more often, the L200 Trojan 
more than makes a case for itself. 

It rides just about well enough 
to be a viable on-road alternative 
to a cheap SUV and there’s just 
enough space in the back for 
adult passengers. 

Who’d have thought a vehicle 
with a name like this would have 
to tread a path of such 
compromises quite so gingerly to 
succeed?

Hammond’s motorway 
speed ‘can of worms’ 


A LARGE can of automotive 
worms was opened earlier this 
month when Transport 
Secretary Philip Hammond 
floated the idea of raising the 
speed limit on the UK’s 
motorways from the current 
70mph to 80mph, writes Matt 
Joy, of the Press Association. 

Part of the problem is that 
the reasons Hammond gave 
for the potential change are 
somewhat questionable. 

Yes, the speed limit is nearly 
50 years old, and technology 
has moved on substantially in 
that time. 

Don’t forget that the stopping 
distances on the back of the 
Highway Code haven’t 
changed in that time either: it 
says 73 metres to stop from 

60mph on a dry 
road, but a Porsche 
911 GT2 (admittedly 
an extreme road car) 
can so in just 30 
metres. 

But the cars are just 
a small part of the 
equation. Driving 
standards have barely 
changed in those 50 
years, in fact there’s a 
case for arguing they 
are worse. 

Our modern 
cocoons are so 
insulated from the 
outside we drive with 
much less caution 
and respect, and 
trust that our airbags 
and safety cells will 
protect us if some¬ 
thing goes wrong. 

Which is true, but 
that doesn’t mean we 
should take chances 
any more than if 
we’re behind the 
wheel of a death trap.

about journey times is also 
rather flawed. You don’t need a 
GCSE in maths to work out 
that a 10mph increase will 
save you the grand total of 
seven minutes per hour. 

If that’s enough to generate 
millions of pounds worth of 
savings, let’s look at daft 
traffic light phasing and 


congestion busting first. 

And don’t forget that your 
higher speed will cost you 
more in fuel and emissions, as 
well as requiring you to fill up 
more often. 

And very little has been said 
about how a higher speed limit 
will be enforced! 

Be careful what you wish for.

The XC60: Understated, 
handsome and reliable 



FOLLOWING in 
the tyre tracks of 
the phenomenally 
successful XC90 
was always going 
to be a daunting 
task, but when 
Volvo decided on a 
smaller SUV model 
to complement its 
seven-seat cash 
cow, few initially 
realised quite what 
a natural fit the 
XC60 would be. 

Perhaps the greatest 
compliment you can 
pay the XC60 is that it 
makes you ask some 
hard questions about 
whether you really need 
the added space and 
the added cost of an 
XC90 when there’s such 
a good vehicle in the 
line up. Used buyers are 
asking the same 
question and many see 
no need to go any 
bigger than the slick ‘60. 

The History 

The first UK cars made 
landfall in autumn 2008 
and the range consisted 
of 2.4-litre diesel of 
either 163bhp or 


185bhp D5 variety. 
Customers weren’t long 
on petrol engine 
choice, with just a 
grunty 282bhp 3.0-litre 
T6 unit available. In 
spring 2009, the 163bhp 
diesel engine in the 
range was upgraded to 
175bhp with front- 
wheel drive variants 
being offered for the 
first time under the 
DRIVe eco badge. 
November 2009 saw the 
announcement of the 


sportier R-DESIGN 
models. Buyers looking 
for a more economical 
petrol choice had to 
wait until 2011 and the 
launch of the T5 model. 
It still wasn’t what you’d 
call modest though, its 
237bhp power output 
making it more than a 
bit lively. 

What You Pay 
Square away £16,500 
for the first of the 58- 
plated XC60 2.4D S 


models, although with a 
bit of Google sleuthing 
you might well turn up 
an SE for this much. 

A Geartronic auto¬ 
matic gearbox tends to 
tack around £300 onto 
this price. Don’t be too 
worried about higher 
mileage examples, as 
this diesel engine can 
run and run. D5s start 
at around £18,000 with 
the front-wheel drive 
DRIVe cars starting at 
£20,000. Best of luck 


tracking down a T6. 
They’re extremely rare. 
You’re more likely to 
find ex-demonstrator 
2011 model year T5s in 
the dealer network. 

What To Look For 
Make sure the car is in 
very good condition. 
There’s no reason why it 
shouldn’t be, as it will 
be within warranty, but 
you may find a few 
scuffs or scratches on 
some of the interior 
plastics. Few XC60 
owners will have 
subjected their car to 
any tough off-road 
antics but it’s worth a 
check to see that the 
underbody hasn’t been 
damaged by clumsy off 
roading. 

Overall 

Understated, 
handsome and reliable, 
the XC60 makes a good 
used buy. You’ll search 
hard for any massive 
bargains but you pay 
for what you get. 

I’d be looking out for 
a D5 SE that’s been 
used for school run and 
shopping duties and 
take no prisoners when 
haggling.
